A tall shaft, a steam engine, an air loco- 


motive and a couple of wooden shanties 
marked tho spot destined, it may be, to abut 
upon tho English mouth of tho channel tun- 
nel, or rather o£ a channel tunnel — for there 
are other schemes afoot to join London and 
the oxtremest point of tho continent of 
Europe iu a continuous railway journey and 
without change of carriages. Sir Edward 
Watkiu airily calculates that the cost of tho 
enterprise in -which be is interested would 
amount to £3,000,000 sterling, and that the 
tunnel would allow the passage of 350 trains 
each way every day, at an average speed of 
forty-five miles an hour. 80 that tho tunnel 
of twenty-two miles in length might bo 
traversed in half an hour— a speed, be it said, 
very much higher than that kept up in tho 
longest tunnels of the St. Gothard between 
Switzerland and Italy.

The bore has cut clean through tho gray 


chalk in a circle ns round and true as tho in- 
side of a wedding ring. So thoroughly, in- 
deed, is the instrument adapted to the work 
and to tho material, that in dry places it is 
possible to see the chisel-marks mode a couplo 
of years ago. At intervals along the route, 
where it is feared tho water might como 
through, the sides and roof have been paved 
with load or clay, and held up with solid iron 
bands, apparontlyjibout eighteen inches wide. 
Sometimes, iu tho fitful flashes of light, 
the eye rests upon falling red rivulets, like 
streams of blood, pouring down tho damp 
walls. Ever and anon there are "faults" in 
tho clayey chalk not yet remedied. So we 
go on and on, moments seeming as minutes, 
until the electric lamps cease altogether and 
tho long, awful cave is enveloped in a dark- 
ness that would be impenetrable but for tho 
glimmer of a few tallow candles stuck into 
tho tare walls of tho cutting. Even a mile 
and more from the month of the shaft it is 
not difficult to breathe; for tho same machine 
which works the bore pumps drives a contin- 
uous supply of fresh air into the seven-foot 
pipe, which at present forms no more than 
the nucleus of a tunnol. At a distance of 
2,300 yards from the pit-mouth we came upon 
tho simple and wonderful piece of machinery 
which can pierce through tho bod of the sea 
with extraordinary celerity and at a cost 
cheaper than is required for tho making of 
an ordinary tunnol under a hill. By permis- 
sion of the president of tho Board of Trade, 
the engineer is allowed to make a couplo of 
turns in order to s-how our party tho method 
of its working. Presently we remount our 
not too comf oi-tablo carriage and pass stoop- 
ing once more along tho fearsome narrow 
wuy; pass by spaces of horrible shadows and 
glimpsesof welcome light. And finally wo 
are swung up through tho shaft into tho outer 
air, where the glad sunshine catches the tall 
clilFs face and bathes tho smiling and yet nn- 
lietraycd channel in an atmosphere of golden 
glory. 


8pcarlncI«»alJoBfl>rTImber. 


A new industry has recently been'devel 


oped in Ireland-a sort of timber prospecting 
never dreamed of by our American pine 
hunters. It is a well-known geological fact, 
says The Northwestern Lumberman, that im- 
mense traetsof what are now bog lands in Ire- 
land were once covered with forests of oak 
and pine, and that in cutting peat, immense 
trees of theso varieties are found embedded in 
the earth at depths of ten, twenty, and thirly 
feet in many cases whole groves being found 
standing just ns they grew. To find out the 
location of these immature subterranean for- 
ests is now tho speculative work in.whic 
some industrious Irishmen are engaged. 1 he 
timber, when brought to the surface, is 
found to be perfectly sound, and tho oak, 
which is as black as ebony, is used extensive- 
ly for ornaments of jewelry and fancy cab- 
inet work, and sells at high prices. A recent 
visitor to the wild moor and mountain region 
of Donegal thus describes the way in which 
the seekers after buried forests operate, rwo 
men armed with steel rods about thirty feet 
long, traverse the bog, and by running their 
rods into tho ground are able to ascertain 
where tho trees aro to bo found. They work 
by what may be termed natural mathemat- 
ics, and quickly determine tho length of their 
priro its approximate diameter, whether it 
is pine or oak, and is or is not a dumper— 
one of a company or clump. They fix on 
twenty or thirty feet square, and cross it 
with their searchers, say north and south, 
and then east and west, search it across each 
way, a stab to each foot or so, and in the 
course of a few minutes they know whether 
that area contains what they are looking for. 
The square lying next and next, and all near 
each other, are so searched, and the discov- 
eries, if any, marked for future action, ine 
unproductive are so marked, to avoid future 
loss of labor,

For nearly an hour 
the storm raged, fortunately tho wind 
blowin" straight and not assuming the form 
ofnovclone. The wind veered from north 
to cast, and blew in that direction. During 
the whole of the storm the builneur portion 
of our city was a perfect pandemonium. 
The alrwasfullof flying debris, sign boards, 
•iwniiiKs and roofs flying before the great 
force of the wind.

THE STORM KING. 


A Heavy Bain, Vivid Lightning 


and a Strong- Wind Last 


Evening. 


A Dwelling Struck by Lightning and Set 


on Fire in Three Places. 


A fearful rain, wind and thunder storm, 


somewhat cyclonic in character, swept 
over Decatnr lost evening between G and 
7 o'clock, and afforded ample cause for 
the feelings of alarm aud apprehension 
felt generally by the ^people of the com- 
munity who had watched the gathering 
atorm and were in a position to view its 
force and fury, A small black and blue 
cloud rose m the southwest, and with 
rumblings of thunder, rapidly grow 
larger. It spread and went northwest of 
the city, and then breaking and assuming 
a greenish, ominous appearance, tho 
clouds traveled rapidly toward the city 
from the northwest, being driven by a 
strong wind, that caused the trees to bend 
and sigus to creak and gronn. The rain 
fell in torrents for an hour. It was ac- 
companied by a terrific wind, vivid light- 
ning and heavy thunder that shook the 
houses and caused nervous people to 
tremble and flee to places of real or fan- 
cied safety. There was a general feeling 
of relief when it was apparent that the 
storm had subsided, and after reviving 
accounts of ravages by storm in less fa- 
rored localities tho people retired to oujoy 
a good night's rest. 


HOUSES STKtJOK BY LiaHTNlNQ. 


While the storm was at its bight, the 


residence of Carson Masterson on North 
Church street, was sttuck by lightning, 
but there were rods on the house and no 
damage was done. Mrs. Masterson felt 
the shock and involuntarily fell to the 
floor on her knees. The adjoining house, 
No. 89 North Church street, owned and 
occupied by Richard H. Carter, the shoe- 
maker, did not escape so fortunately. 
This story and a half frame was struck by 
lightning on the comb of the roof near 
the chimney, and the weatherboarding> 
laths, studding, and plaster, shattered 
and torn in places. Mrs. Carter and her 
son had just left the sitting room and 
gone into the kitchen when the house 
which was not 
protected 
by rods, 


was struck. Mrs. Carter was so badly 
shocked that she fell to the floor 
screaming. 
Her loud cries alarmed 


Mr. Morrison and other neighbors, who 
hurried to Mr. Carter's place and found 
the bouse on fire in three places about 
the loot. Buckets of water were procured 
and the fire put out, thus saving the 
house. Mr. Carter was not at home, hav- 
ing been delayed at his shop in the base- 
ment ot tho Ullrich building. Had Mrs. 
C. and her son remained in the sitting- 
room both would certainly bave been 
killed, as there was evidence that the room 
was filled with electricity. The plaster- 
ing was knocked off the walls and ceiling 
and articles of furniture in the room 
thrown out of place. Tho damage to tho 
property is estimated at about $150. But 
for the timely arrival of neighbors the 
building would have been consumed by 
fire. It was not insured. Some time ago 
Mr. Carter got the absent Henry Mitchell 
to insure the place in the Rockford com- 
pany, but owing fo some irregularity on 
the part of Mitchell, the policy, if it was 
written out, didn't materialize.
